PEOPLE AGAIN WORSHIP IN CHURCH 


Paris, Dec. 14.—The first day of the 


regime of the separation of the church 
and state having passed without grave 
disorders, public interest in the details 
of the continuation of the struggle is 
already visibly flagging. 


It is now apparent that the resist- 


ance of the clergy will be purely pas- 
sive and that there is no prospect of 
religious passions being aroused un- 
less the churches are jtlpsed and the 
government therefore is resting on its 
oars and will continue to do so until 
parliament 
authorizes 
the 
drastic 


measures which the cabinet is prepar- 
ing. 


In the meantime in this city, except 


In the churches where legal applica- 
tions were filed, the police again took 
notes of infractions of the law at the 
morning masses. 


Aged Cardinal Awaits Expulsion. 
Cardinal Richard is awaiting expul- 


sion from the Episcopal mansion. The 
government, however, desires to avoid 
even the appearance of force in the 
case of the aged primate, who is in 
bad health, and is postponing action 
In the hope that he will depart In a 
few days of his own volition. 


The Action, a violent socialist or- 


gan, today made an attack on the gov- 
ernment, calling attention to the al- 
leged fact that the Catholic gymnastic 
societies hart numbers of rifles. There 
Is not the slightest evidence, however, 
that armed resistance is contemplated. 


Cabinet Discusses Measures. 


The cabinet met today with Presi- 


dent Fallieres in the chair, in order to 
decide upon the new legislation to be 
presented to parliament, but the text 
of the measures decided upon will not 
be ready until tomorrow. 
The steps 


to be taken are of a very sweeping 
character. 
It is proposed to amend 


the law of 1905 providing for the sepa- 
ration of church and state, by which 
a year's grace was allowed before the 
permanent alienation of the church 
property and to suppress the privilege 
of forming new cultural or diocesan 
associations during that period and all 
church property, including the semi 
narles, will be immediately handed 
over to the state, to the departments 
and to the communes under conditions 
insuring that the churches themselves 
will be retained for religious uses. 


Will Provide for Public Worship. 
The continuance of public worship 


will be provided for under a combina- 
tion of laws of 1S81 and 1901. With 
regard to the pension and allowances 
of the 
clergy 
distinctions 
will be 


made by which those who are entitled 
to the former will lose their rights if 
they are deprived of their French cit- 
izenship, while those who are entitled 
to (he latter will lose their allowances 
If they do not conform with the law 
The conditions under which the clergj 
will forfeit their French citizenship 
will be drawn up in a special measure 
to 
be prepared later.

~ The separation of the church and 


etate in France, says the cardinal, is 
like a husband who has turned his 
•wife out of doors and kept all of the 
property. In asserting that the Ameri- 
can people do not understand the facts 
In the case Cardinal Gibbons quotes 
radical statements from the French so- 
cialists and reviews the 
present 


trouble at length. 


"Tie American public does not un- 


derstand the present crisis In France," 


r said Cardinal Gibbons. "I am getting 


,,1 to be an old man now and I think I 


know my countrymen. They love fair 
play; they love liberty; they love to 
pee humane dealings of 
man 
with 


man. And the late years have shown 
how cordially they hate injustice, ty- 
ranny 
and inhumanity. 
And yet 


France has treated her noblest citi- 
zens with injustice and Inhumanity, 
and America, which has sympathy for 
the oppressed of all nations, has raised 
no protest nor uttered a word of eym- 
pathy. 


Faith In Countrymen. 


"If I believed that my countrymen 


•would knowingly see a great and ben- 
eficent organization unjustly deprived 
of Its' property a.nd the means of con- 
tinued usefulness; 
would knowingly 


see tens of thousands of honest men 
and noble women robbed of their just 
Income and means of support; would 
knowingly see hundreds of thousands 
and even several millions of people 
brutally wounded in what they hold 
dearest and most sacred; would know- 
ingly see a majority in the chambers 
utterly disregard a.nd trample upon 
the rights of the minority and 
the 


rights of millions of their 
country- 


men in. the name of liberty; would 
knowingly see tens of thousands oi 
men and women who happen to t>e 
priests and nuns turned out of their 
homes for no crime but that of loving 
God and serving their neighbor—I say 
if my countrymen can^see and recog- 
nize all this injustice and tyranny and 
cruelty and refuse genuine sympathy 
to those who suffer by them because 
of their religious belief, then I will 
leave life without that, faith in Amer 
lean love of justice and liberty and hu 
manity whlc.1i has been my comfort 
antf support nn.d hope during a long 
career. . 


Facts Not Fairly Represented. 


"But 
the American people have noi 


had these things put 
fairly 
before 


them. 
Our own press has been to a 


considerable extent the reflex of the 
Parisian anti-clerical press. Most peo 
pie over here have little conception 
of the French anti-clericals. They look 
on the leaders of this party as enllght 
ened. statesmen seeking to preserve 
the republic from the attacks of an ag 
gresslve clergy. . 


"There Tiave been honest 
and sin 


cere lovers of republican governmen 
among anti-clericals. T admit, but the 
majority of them have far less love o: 
the republic than they have hatred o 
religion. 
I am weighing my words 


and I say with deliberate conviction 
that the leaders of the present. French 
;overnment.' are actuated by nothing 
less than hatred of religion. 


"We have no spirit akin to theirs in 


this country. We have here much in 
difference to religion, hut we have n 
body of men. no great party 
tha 


makes it a chief aim to weaken the 
power of religion and, if possible, ut 
terly to destroy it out of the land. 


"But In France the Jacobin part; 


is not dead. Their spirit Is as living 
today as It was In the last decade o 
the eighteenth 
century. 
They 
hat 


God, 
they hate Christ, they hate hi 


religion as much as ever their father 
hated them. But they have learned : 
more prudent and measured methoi 
of attack. They are almost scientlfi 
in the means they take to suppres 
Christianity. And yet the utterance 
of such men are received 
as unsus 


pactlngly by many Americans a 
would be a discourse by-Mr. Clevelan 
or Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. 
Taft—me 


who recognize the powerful influenc 
that religion has In 
promoting th 


welfare of society. 


Hatred of Christianity. 


"It is easy to show that I am no

HOOSE VOTES TO RAISE 


PAY OE SPEAKER AND 


VICEMDENT 


Vote Down Littauer Amend- 


ment to Increase Pay 


of Congressmen. 


Washington, Dec. 14.—Representa- 


tive Littauer, of New York, today of- 
fered the folowing amendment to the 
eglslatlve, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill under consideration in 
the house: 


•On and after March 4.1907, the com- 


pensation of the speaker of the house 
of representatives and vice president 
of the United States shall be at the 
rate of $12,000 each." 


Mr. Littauer spoke in favor of the 


amendment. 


By a vote of 214 to 51 the amend- 


ment was adopted, the opposition fail- 
ing to secure votes enough to have the 
yeas and nays called. 


Representatives Littauer also intro- 


duced an amendment to the legislative 
appropriation bill increasing the salar- 
ies of the members of the president's 
cabinet to $12,000 each, effective on 
and after March 4, 1907. 


On division 
the amendment was 


adopted 204 to 60, the opponents of the 
measure falling again to secure votes 
enough to have the yeas and nays 
called. 


Representative Littauer also offered 


an amendment increasing the salaries 
of senators, representatives 
in 
con- 


gress and delegates from territories to 
$7,500 per annum, "which compensa- 
tion shall be in lieu of all other paj 
and allowance except actual indivldua 
traveling expenses from their homes 
to the seat of government and return 
by the most direct route 
of iisua 


travel once for each session of the 
house of representatives to which such 
senator, member or delegate belongs 
to be certified under his hand to the 
disbursing officer and filed as a vouch 
er." 


On a rising vote the amendment was 


defeated by a vote of 135 to 161.

Washington. 
Dec. 14.—Secretarw 


Shaw appeared before the house com- 
mittee on banking and currency today 
In advocacy of a high taxed credit cur- 
rency suggesting five per cent ns a de- 
sirable rate. He emphasized the need 
for great elasticity In currency, but ex- 
pressed the opinion 
thnt the plan 


framed by the American Bankers' as- 
sociation will not bring about 
suffi- 


cient elasticity to be very 
useful. 


Granting thnt the bankers plan results 
in the Issuance of $200,000,000 addition- 
al in national bank notes, Mr. Shaw 
said that in his opinion not more than 
$20,000,000 worth of these will be re- 
deemed. 


Mr. Shaw thought the banker's plan 


was wholly inadequate to meet the re- 
quirements of the commercial world 
and said thnt it was encumbered with 
too much machinery for the limited 
good results he feels It. Is capable of 
accomplishing. He said he 
did not 


want to be regarded as an opponent 
of the measure suggested by the bank- 
ers, because he felt that any step to- 
ward relieving the demand for greater 
elasticity at certain seasons of the year 
was desirable but he urged that the 
committee strive to frame a more ef- 
fective measure. It was urged by the 
secretary that an effort should be made 
to make all our currency more elastic 
rather than to impart elasticity to a 
certain amount of emergency currency. 
Under the banker's plan, he said, only 
the credit currency which goes into na- 
tional banks would be on its way to 
redemption. There would be no rea- 
son why private banks should seek the 
redemption of national bank notes and' 
consequently they would ma*M no effort 
to do so. 


In the bankers' plan national banks 


are to be permitted to issue $25.000 ad- 
ditional notes for every 
$100,000 of 


their capital, an Interest rate of 2% 
per cent and an additional $12,500 with 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent.

This amounted to little more than 1 
per cent, on the values appropriated 
by the state. 


"Let It be remembered, too, that 


this act of quasi justice took place 
twelve years before the concordat be- 
tween the holy see and Napoleon I. 
The payment, therefore, of the clerical 
stipends was not dependent simply 
upon a concordat, but was a recogni- 
tion of a just debt owed by the state 
to the church for appropriating funds 
which had been producing a revenue 
for the support of the clergy and the 
maintenance of worship. 


America Not. Parallel Case. 


"If the separation 
of church and 


state in France meant just what it 
means in the 
United 
States there 


would have been no such hue and cry 
raised against it. Very likely to many 
It would have been by no means un- 
desirable, but the situations are not 
at all analogous. In proof of this we 
have only to point to the fact that on 
several occasions some of the leading 
French Catholic deputies bluntly put 
the question: 
'Why do you not give 


us separation of church and state such 
as exists in America?' 


"The real nature of the separation 


has been well expressed 
in 
these 


words of a French priest: 
'The con- 


cordat might be compared to a con- 
jugal union in which the state repre- 
sented the husband and the church 
the wife. 
Today they are separated, 


but the separation has simply consist-

For the past twenty years and 
more the policy of the holy see and j| 
he French hierarchy has been one of \ 
patience and conciliation. It was with"; 
he deepest regret and only after all j 
his conciliatory measures had failed 
hat the pontiff at length found himself | 
riven to a course of passive resist- 
nee. In choosing this course the hoty 
ather did not run counter to the opln- \ \ 
ons and wishes of the French episco- 
pate.

other countries arc In full sympathy ! 
with tholr brethren In France 
and ! 


lave not hesitated to give strong ox- [ 
presslon to their disapproval of the 
unjust law. In our own country on the 
occasion of the centenary of the Balti- 
more cathedral message of encourage- 
ment and sympathy was forwarded to 
the French hierarchy In the name of 
the bishops of the United States. In 
this we expressed the hope that the 
Catholics of France might soon enjoy 
the religious freedom accorded their 
brethren on this side of the ocean. 


"For myself I have too much confi- 


dence In the good of the French clergy. 
In their hlgh-mlndedness, their zeal, 
their courage, their readiness to suffer 
and to sacrifice themselves to believe 
that they will tamely allow religion 
to be strangled In France, and I have 
too much confidence in the French na- 
tion to believe now that they can see 
and realize the meaning of the meas- 
ures taken and the animus of thoso 
behind them that the natural feelings 
of justice and humanity and the love 
'of liberty will not arise In their hearts 
and lead them to reject the leaders 
•who, in seeking to destroy

"The view of the case 
as I have 


given Is based on the facts and the 
documents; we need only leavo it to 
an Impartial and liberty-loving people 
to decide which party Is responsibla 
for the present miserable conflict."

party politics in the local newspapers 
with reference to the adjustment of 
rlvlc affairs Is the nearest approach 
to a grindstone about the neck that 
any community can have."

city, gave an entertaining talk on how 
to build up a factory antl a neighbor- 
hood. Mr. Bowser described at some 
lergth the beginning and growth of 
his own institution, stating that so far 
as possible the company bad always 
employed its neighbors and had en 
deavorod to Keep the business clean 
Inside nnd out. "'In the past eighteen 
months," said Mr. Bowser. :"wo have 
Increased our plant about one and one- 
third times in capacity. 


Mr. Bowser declared that hn was 


proud to be a citizen of Fort Wayne; 
that there were many things hero to 
be commended—good 
factories, fine 


shipping facilities, excellent water and 
miles of paved streets. Ho commend- 
ed tho former board of public works 
for its efforts along the line of street 
paving, and expressed pleasure In the 
reflection that the new board was ap- 
parently doing 
more, if possible, in 


this direction than Its predecessors. 
He pointed out that the now electrical 
power station 
on Spy Run avenue 


would supply power cheaply to ninny 
Ilttlfi Industries that might be encour- 
aged to bogln business, and said that, 
it. hn;l always been nn Idea of bis to

this remedied ho believed we could nil 
unhesitatingly and truthfully sing the 
praises of Fort Wayne nlong every 
line. 


• Would Try a New Tack. 


In one of the most forceful talks 


ever given 
before 
the Commercial 


club, Samuel M. Foster not only In- 
dulged in some ungloved criticism, but 
suggested effort along new lines for 
the benefit 01 the city. Regarding the 
factory situation, ho expressed his be- 
lief that the city has already 
gone 


about as far as it ought to go by arti- 
ficial stimulation. 
One of the chief 


factors which determines the success 
of manufacturing enterprises, he said, 
Is the ability to get labor. The whole 
burden of recent Inquiry by those 
socking locations is, "if we come here, 
can wa get labor?" Complaint of'la-' 
bor shortage in Fort Wayne has been 
frequent and general, anrl If It is true 
that, we already have as many fac- 
tories as we can supply with labor, 
said Mr. Foster, let's get some other 
things we need. 
One difficulty with 


offering financial inducement to manu- 


facturers to locate," said the speaker, 
Is that we cannot, get the burden on 
the men., who most hipent by such 
growth. 
As you Increase population 


In this manner, you Increase competi- 
tion, and It is unfair to expect the re- 
tail merchant to bear an undue share 
of the burden. 
Men who own valu- 


able renl estate are the men who sit 
back, let the other fellows do the lift- 
Ing and put the -unearned Increment 
In their own packets. 
The speaker 


said he did not know whether it would 
be possible for any lawyer to frame a 
constitutional statute that would per- 
mit, the voting of aid to factories by 
taxation, but declared that, this would 
be the only fair WQy to distribute this 
burden. "The time has come," said 
Mr. Foster, "If people want to sell 
more lots to aid in upbuilding the city 
for them to do so, anil to use the pro- 
ceeds to bulld-a good hotel. The city 
Is suffering for means to take care of 
people who come here. You've got all 
the factories you can take care of—all 
you can furnish labor for." 


Rapped Partisan Newspapers. 


At this point jJr. Foster turned his 


batteries upon the rabidly partisan 
newspapers, doing so in his discus- 
sion of things that might benefit Fort 
Wayne. "This eternal party politics 
in the local newspapers in the adjust- 
ment of civic affairs," said he, "Is the 
nearest approach to a grindstone about 


the neck that any community can 
have. 
NothlnK so operates against, a 


city as misrepresentation by one party 
organ of what the other party does: 1 
am not. here. God forglvo me. to de- 
fend the present, city administration— 
it takes a lot of patience, sometimes, 
to bear with It—but we can't help 
matters any by the way we are treat- 
Ing It. Wo can't, help either city con- 
ditions or factories 
by mistreating 


them. We ought, to turn our attention 
a little more to Improving conditions 
already here. There Is a lot of un- 
spent energy right In this room. We 
ought to put a good hotel In 
Fort 


Wayne, and every man In the city 
whose Income 
la over $10 a week 


ought to have an interest in It. It Isn't 
so much a matter of location as of get- 
ting a hotel, and now Is the time to 
start the movement." 


Electric Works Plans. 


Secretary Hanna secured the floor to 


take issue with Mr. Foster upon his 
views regarding the possibility of se- 
curing additional labor for factories, 
and In the course of his remarks gave 
some authoritative figures concerning 
the enlargement of the Fort Wayne 
Electric works which Is to be taken 
up at once. Mr. Hanna said he had 
been officially informed that this com- 
pany would during the 
next 
year 


spend $300,000 In improvements and 
additions; that It had Just purchased 


additional ground adjacent to Its pres- 
ent site at. a cost of $35.000; that un- 
der the new conditions 
the works 


would employ from 1,000 to 1,20t> men; 
more than at present and that the pay 
roll would be increased from $60.000 
to $110,000 per month. In the Incan- 
descent lamp factory recently estab- 
lished In Fort Wayne, one hundred 
girls are turning out 6,000 incandes- 
cent lamps per day, and that Mr. Wood 
had stated that they had GOO girls on 
the list waiting for employment there. 


Mr. Thleme Did Some Scoring. 


Superintendent F. J. Thleme, of the 


Wayne Knitting mills, was the next 
spealter, and he devoted his time to 
calling attention to some conditions 
in Fort Wayne which he characterized 
as deplorable. He referred to the city 
administration,, charging it with many 
shortcomings and asserting that it was 
not only Indifferent to the Interests of 
the factories, but absolutely antagonis- 
tic to them. He decried the gas situ- 
ation, declaring that 
similar condi- 


tions in any European situation would 
result In a revolution. The hotels were 
asserted to be wholly inadequate and 
unsatisfactory, 
the 
depot facilities' 


were declared a disgrace and the dirty 
condition of the streets and the recent 
street car service came In for a share 
of Mr. Thleme's attention. In closing 
he called attention.to one factor of in- 
dustrial growth of the city that had 


evidently been overlooked, citing the 
fact that during1 the past year practi- 
cally all the larger manufacturing In- 
stitutions had made substantial addi- 
tions and enlargements that meant In 
the total very considerable advance 
along Industrial lines. 


. President O. N. Quldlln, of the West- 


ern Gas Construction works, spoke at 
some length, devoting the earlier por- 
tion of his address to a statement con- 
cerning the charges some time ago 
that the concern was using city water 
secured through secret connections 
with the mains. He followed with a 
discussion of the relation of the fac- 
tory to the city, holding that their in- 
terests'were co-ordinate; that each 
owed much to the other, and that the 
best results were to be obtained from 
that form of broad public spirit that Is 
not expressed in formal resolutions 
but In action. 


Membership It Growing. 


, Chairman E. H. Merritt, of the Com- 
mercial club's membership committee, 
made a statement In which • it was 
shown that there had been a gain "of 
fifty-six members during the present 
term and that the membership of the 
club was now 387. He referred to the 
fact that the committee had sought 
with the aid of the club members to 
bring the total membership up to .500 
by January 1; that there were now 
lacking 113 members to reach this

ROOSEVELT YIELDS 


HEW SPELLING 


Will Rescind Order Calling 


for the Adoption of Sim- 


plified Words. 


Washington, 
Dec. 14.—President 


Roosevelt yesterday decided to with- 
draw his order to the public printer 
calling for the use of the reform style 
of spelling, and hereafter 
all docu- 


ments will be printed in the old-fash-, 
ioned way, as was the case before his 
decision last summer in favor of the 
innovation. Opposition to the change 
in the house, which did not favor the 
new style, and was 
convinced 
the 


country as a whole did not favor it, 
induced the president to decide to 
rescind his order. 


Representative Landis, of the joint 


committee on spelling, had a confer- 
ence yesterday with the president, at 
which Mr. Roosevelt said he did not 
wish to have spelling overshadow mat- 
ters of great 
Importance, and 
ex- 


pressed a willingness to revoke his 
order for the new spelling In case the 
house of representatives should go on 
record as opposed to the system. 


Vote for the Old Style. 


Late yesterday afternoon Mr. Landis 


Introduced the following resolution in 
the house as a result of this confer- 
ence: 


"Resolved, That it is the sense of 


the house of representatives that here- 
after in presenting reports, documents 
or other publications authorized by 
law, 
ordered by congress, or either 


branch thereof, or 
emanating from 


the executive departments, their bu- 
reaus or branches, and independent 
officers of the government, the gov- 
ernment printing office 
should 
ob- 


serve and adhere to the standard of 
orthography prescribed in generally 
accepted dictionaries of the English 
language." 


The measure was passed without a 


dissenting vote, although Mr. Gillett, 
of Massachusetts, who made a flght 
for simplified 
spelling 
before 
the 


house committee on appropriations 
and has been regarded as the cham- 
pion of the president's attitude, ex- 
plained that he did not wish to give 
the Impression that he had changed 
his mind. Mr. Gillett said he saw that 
the house was overwhelmingly against 
the Innovation, and consequently hi 
bowed to its will. 


Order Causes Confusion. 


' The system of reform spelling was 
put into effect by the president during 
the recess of congress, and all public 
documents supplied to the executive 
departments have been printed In the 
simplified way. These 
documents 


have been pouring In nn congress ever 
since tho opening day. much to the 
dl8»tl|fnction or* .large majority of 
thV members of rfio "house. As n re- 
sult the government 
printing 
office 


•was using two forms of spelling In 
public printing, the old method for 
congress and the reform method In 
the executive documents. This caused 
a confusion and comment unfavorable 
to the reform, and finally was made 
an Issue between the legislative and 
executive departments, tho Judiciary 
department having previously frowned

In the various reprints of the constitu- 
tion of the United States adherence to 
the original spelling Is found In the ma- 
jority of cases. The spelling In the orig- 
inal statutes reflects the forms of spell- 
ing in vogue at the time of their enact- 
ment. 
The various codifications of the 
statutes reflect the spelling in vogue at 
the time of the adoption of such codifi- 
cations. 
The last codification adopted 
was In 1S78. The subsequent statutes 
now number fourteen volumes, covering 
a period of twenty-eight years. 
Each 


volume reflects the spelling In vogue at 
the time of the enactment of the stat- 
utes embraced therein. 


A new codification is about to be pre- 
sented to congress. 
Until congress shall 


see fit to order the printing of this pro- 
posed codification of the statutes, embrac- 
ing all tlie enactments or the law-making 
power of the government now in force. 
In some form-of spelling other than that 
generally accepted by the people, it would 
appear to be the part of wisdom for the 
government in all its branches, in the 
Interest of simplicity and economy, to ad- 
here to a uniform system of spelling, and 
this system should be the one already 
most generally recognized and accepted 
by the people. 


If congress shall adhere to the form of 
spelling already In vogue as applied to 
the statutes, it would appear anomalous 
to employ some other form as applied to 
all of the preliminary stages of legisla- 
tion. Including the proceedings of "con- 
gress, up to the point where these pro- 
ceedings are crystallized Into law. and at 
this point order a change in the spelling 
of the perfected legislation to preserve 
harmony in the orthography of the na- 
tional statutes. 


Opposed by the Country. 


The 
executive order, 
under 
which 
many public documents have already been 
printed, was Issued on the 27th day of 
August, 1900. and has p,ow been in force 
for more than three months. It has been 
extensively exploited, and the public has 
had ample opportunity to digest the ar- 
guments presented In its favor. Without 
taking issue as to the relative merits of 
any form of spelling. It Is evident that

proposed innovation embraced in the ex- 
ecutive order of August 27. 
It Is. therefore, a condition and not a 
theory with which congress has to deal. 
It Is not believed thnt the attitude of 
the general public would be materially 
changed if the government 
In all its 
branches were to adopt the form of spell- 
ing prescribed In the executive order re- 
ferred to. and only confusion and expense 
would result, without any commensurate 
advantage, even if the new form of spell- 
ing were/deemed preferable. 


Possibility of Big Loss. 
Moreover, congress has no assurance, 
even If it should leave present conditions 
undisturbed, that the next succeeding ad- 
ministration would not revoke the pres- 
ent order. Much of the matter embraced 
In the publications of the government Is 
preserved In the form of stereotyped or 
electrotyped plates, representing enormous 
values to the government !n the saving 
of labor and other expense. 
All of these 
plates would be rendered worthless In a 
moment by an order in a succeeding ad- 
ministration revoking the executive order 
of August 27 last. 


The sentiment In congress is such that 


It must be taken without question that 
In the printing done for congress 
the 
standard dictionaries will continue to be 
the accepted authority. 
If some other 


form of spelling is to apply to the execu- 
tive department. It means a dual form of 
spelling in the government printing. 


Means Much Extra Work. 
Much of the printing that Is done for 
congress Is reproduced in executive doc- 
uments. 
Much of the printing that is 
done for the executive department is re- 
produced In 
congressional publications. 


If the government is to have two forms 
of spelling, this will necessarily douuie 
composition, double stereots'plng. double 
proofreading and other 
incidental 
ex- 
penses. 
It will mean a double force of 


proofreaders, for it is inconceivable that 
a proofreader ccmM be required to adapt 
himself to more than one system at spell-. 
Ing with the expectation of rendering" 
efficient service. 


In justice to government officials. It 
may be said, an order which dictates a 
particular form of orthography involving 
a departure from the recognized standard 
in popular use imposes upon the head of 
an executive department, as well as upon 
all of his subordinates, a policy that mav 
well be considered In many instances of- 
fensive. 


In the opinion of the committee, any 


departure from the recognized standards 
of urthography cannot with safety, sat- 
isfaction or economy be taken until con- 
gress and the executive shall agree upon 
the 
.adoption 
of 
other 
orthographic 
methods.

Hal ley's, Most Famous of Them All, 


Will Show In the Year Named. 


The most famous of all comets, 


though not the largest and most bril- 
liant, will'again be visible In 
1910. 


This Is Halley's comet, so called from 
Its Identification by the great astron- 
omer who was the friend of Sir Isaac 
Newton. Halley's Investigations of as- 
tronomical records led him to assert 
that the comet which he had observed 
in 1682 had appeared In 1631 and 1607 
and to predict its reappearance in 
1T69. 


The fulfillment of his prophecy < 


ed the most intense scientific Interest 
and established beyond doubt the per- 
iodicity of comets and their move- 
ment in orbits determined by the law 
of gravitation. Its last appearance was 
In, 1836, its period varying between 
ueventy-flyo and seventy-six years on 
account of the, perturbing attractions of 
Jupiter and Saturn in certain parta of 
It* orbit. It was by that time possible 
to calculate its movements with so 
much greater accuracy than before that 
it made its perihelion passage within 
four daya of the predicted date. 


It was then a very grand object to 


the naked eye, but the light of Ite nu- 
cleus surpassed that of second-magni- 
tude stars and wa« comparable with 
that of some reddish stars of the flrat approaching the sun, attained to a 
magnitude, such as Aldobaran and An- length of twenty degrees.

Fred Gerdom Injured When 


Projecting Eod Crashed 


Through Window. 


Fred Gerdom, of 2716 John street, 


employed at the Menefee foundry as a 
moulder, sustained a fractured skull 
and slight cuts about the hands and 
arrfs 
Thursday 
evening 
about 
11 


o'clock, when a projecting brass rod 
window guard on an interurban car 
crashed through the window o£ the 
southbound Pontiac 
street car, on 


which he was riding, near Montgom- 
ery street, and struck him a severe 
blow on the head. The young man was 
taken to the Lutheran hospital, where 
Dr. S. D. Sledd attended him. 
The 


physician does not believe that Mr. 
Gerdom's injury will prove serious, as 
the fracture, three-fourths of an inch 
in length, seems to be only in the out- 
er table of the skull. 


The accident occurred just as the 


Interurban had come out of the barns 
and was going north on Calhoun street 
at a rather good speed. The window 
guard was swinging loose and as the 
two cars attempted to pass each oth- 
er the guard crashed into the glass of 
the motorman's cab on the city car. 
The force of the impact was terrific, 
but the rod was not torn off until after 
it had struck Gerdom, who was seal- 
ed well up In the front of the car. 


Considerable of a panic was caused 


among the passengers by the crash 
anil the women rushed to the street 
in great excitement. Edward Lennon, 
Henry Schwartz 
and 
several other 


men picked up the injured man from 
the floor, where he was knocked un- 
conscious by the 
blow, and carried 


him Into the Zollinger drug store. The 
city car was badly damaged and was 
taken to the barns.

BEVEH SEES PERIL 


III CHILD LABOR 


Indiana Senator Points Out 


Danger to Republic in 


Industrial Crime. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 14.—Child Inhor as 


a peril to the future. o( the republic 
was the argument of Senator Bever- 
idge's address at the annual meeting 
of the Nntlonnl Child Labor commis- 
sion here yesterday. 
Declaring that 


the purpose of tlio republic is to pro- 
duce a better type of manhood and 
womanhood, and that any industrial 
system which robs children of the right 
to become better men and women is a 
crime against humanity and treason 
against liberty, Jie continued: 


"And yet such a scheme is in opera- 


tion In this hour. Not only is the de- 
liberate maiming of infant bodies and 
the deliberate poisoning of young char- 
acter being committed, but in the com- 
mitting of that offense against God and 
man an even greater crime is being 
committed against 
free 
institutions 


themselves. For we are pouring Into 
American 'citizenship a stream of poi- 
son whose deadly effect will be in- 
creasingly felt by this republic as the 
decades pass.- For all of these children 
who are not actuary put into their 
graves and who reach mature years 
become unthinking enemies 
of so- 


ciety—irreconcilable enemies, too, be- 
•cause the wrong done them can never 
be undone or its cost repaid. 
Every 


one of them, in comparing themselves 
with other young men 
and 
young 


women, clearly see, aftd even more 
feel, that they are Inferior—interior in 
body and 
Intelligence, intellect and 


character and soul; not inferior nat- 


urally, but made Inferior by the in- 
dustrial bondage of their infancy." 


The senator said that action by one 


state failed to accomplish any good, as 
the evil continued In other states. He 
urged the necessity of natlonal'leglsla- 
tion on the subject. 


He was 
followed by Miss Jane 


Adams to the same effect. 


Dr. Felix Adler, chairman of the na- 


tional child labor committee and pro- 
fessor of political and social ethics in 
Columbia university, who delivered the 
annual address on "The Attitude of So- 
ciety Toward the Child as an Index of 
Civilization," dwelt upon the efforts 
of the child labor movement to pro- 
tect all the children In society, es- 
pecially the children of the poor, and 
to (It them to undertake and to be pre- 
pared In body and mind to do the larg- 
er work for the state. Ho spoke of the 
Inadequacy and inefficiency 
of state 


laws. 
While clinging tenaciously to 


the principles of local self-government 
and the responsibilities of the several 
states, he urged the necessity for a 
law to establish a national standard. 
This, he said, will furnish 
a 
back- 


ground 
for that effective state and 


local activity and make the enthus- 
iasm of the larger mass of the people 
contagious In Its effect on local bodies 
of our citizenship.
